^Bring Killers 
To Justice ’ 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Nixon an¬ 
grily denounced the slaying of two American diplo¬ 
mats t)y Palestinian terrorists in the Sudan BYiday, 
and said the perpetrators “must be brought to jus- 
tice.“ 

In a statement read by his press secretary, the 
president said: 

“This tragic event underscores once again the 
need of all nations to take a firm stand against the 
menace of international terrorism.” 

He said it was “with the deepest sense of grief 
that I have learned of the acts of terrorism which 
took the lives” of U.S. Ambassador Cleo Noel and 
deputy chief of mission George Moore in Khartoum. 

Nixon said “the United States is emphasizing 
its strong feeling that the pei7)etrator*s of this crime 
must be brought to justice.” 


plione ohH that the third of 
five hostages being held, Bel¬ 
gian charge d’Affairea Guy 
Fid also was shot and killed. 
Howgver, a Sudanese army 
officer who visited the build¬ 
ing said the Belgian was gra¬ 
vely wounded but stiU alive. 

Noel, 54, and Moore, 47, 
were taken prisoner by the 
guerrillas when they invaded 
the embassy Thursday night 
while Moore was being hon¬ 
ored at a farewell reception in 
the two-storey building. 

Troops and armoi^ cars 
ringed the embassy building 
Friday night as Sudanese of¬ 
ficials awaited some’ word hn* 


the fate of the two remaining 
diplomats being held hostage, 
a Jordanian charge d’affaires 
and the Saudi Arabian ambas¬ 
sador. 

(The state department in 
Washington said Noel had 
been allowed to place one 
final phone call before his 
death. He asked an official at 
the U.S. embassy about “the 
state of play in the outside 
world,” meaning world reac¬ 
tion to the guerrilla action, 
the department said.) 

The guerrillas had an¬ 
nounced they would hold the 
five diplomats as hostages to 
win the release of Sirhan Sir- 


han, the assassin of Robert 
Kennedy, and do^ens of Pales¬ 
tinians in Israeli and Jor¬ 
danian jails. The Black Sep¬ 
tember organization was the 
group responsible for the 
deaths of 11 Israeli athletes at 
the Munich Olympic Games. 

The execution of the diplo¬ 
mats, as reported by the of¬ 
ficial Sudanese radio, took 
place after a deadline con¬ 
tained in a guerrilla ultima¬ 
tum passed and Sudanese 
ficials contacled the guerril¬ 
las to press for more time.

The bureau released revised 
figures correcting what it 
called a “computing error” 
by one of the auto companies

$41.2 million deficit it had re¬ 
ported for Canada in auto

VAN(X)UVER (CP) — F. K. 
Burnet, president of Comlnco 
Ltd., said Friday his company 
wants the B.C. government to 
delgy implementation of the 
bill fo Imend the Mineral Act 
introduced in the Legislature 
by Mines Minister Leo Nlm- 
sick Thursday. 

”We are very concerned 
over the change in the land 
tenure provisions,” said Bur¬ 
net. “We hope the govern¬ 
ment will delay implementa¬ 
tion pending meaningful dis¬ 
cussion with Industry.” 

He said the “key” to his 
company’s objections to the 
amendments was-the uncer¬ 
tainty about the terms the 
government will demand be¬ 
fore granting a lease to go 
into production. 

The amendments Introduced 
in the Legislature Thursday 
will enable the govemmetit to 
buy Into a mining develop¬ 
ment. Mining companies will 
also have to submit Retailed 
plana regarding economic fea- 
Klblllty, safety standarda and 
reclamation of the land before 
piTJducJlon leases are granted 
by the mines minister.

'The $464 million deficit for 
Canada’s auto and auto parts 
trade Is the highest since 1967 
when Statistics Canada 
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showed a total shortfall of 
$6.37 million. 

The deficit was $738 million 
in 1965- the year the Canada- 
U.S. pact was just coming 
into force. The pact basically 
abolishes tariffs on the Cana- 
da-U.S. trade for manufac¬ 
turers but not for consumers. 

The 1972 over-all deficit waf 
a giant leap from the $113 
million deficit In 1971.

The new dnig commission 
would take in all 84 agencies. 

But over the next two 
years, the government would 
stop supplying money to agen¬ 
cies dealing strictly with drug 
problems, such as the Narcot¬ 
ic Addiction Foundation of 
B.C., the Alcoholism Founda¬ 
tion, Alcoholics Anonymous, 
and the X-Kalay Foundation.

Indians Open Fire 


PINE RIDGE, S.D. (UPI) 
— A justice department of¬ 
ficial said Friday federal of¬ 
ficers were fired on repeated¬ 
ly as they surrounded 200 mil¬ 
itant Indians in the besieged 
hamlet of Wounded Knee and 
he warned that “force is not 
ryied out” as a means of end¬ 
ing the confrontation. 

In the gloomiest report yet 
on the siege of the tiny settle- 
,ment on the Pine Ridge Inr- 
d i a n Reservation, Ralph 
Erickson told a news confer¬ 
ence that the government 


wants ”to bring this to an 
end.” 

Erickson, special assistant 
to the U.S. attorney-general, 
said an uneasy armed truce 
between the Indians barricad¬ 
ed at Wounded Knee and the 
marshals who ringed the 
hamlet had erupted into new 
outbursts of shooting. 

He said several shots were 
fired at Bureau of Indian Af¬ 
fairs agents early Friday, 
shots were fired at marshals 
and two FBI agents during 
the day and an FBI car set up 
as a roadblock was pocked by 


bullets as agents stood beside 
the vehicle. 

No Injuricfl to federal of¬ 
ficers were reported and 
there was no immediate yord 
whether they returned the fire 
In any of the attacks. 

Horace Webb, another jus¬ 
tice department spokesman, 
reported a few hours earlier 
that a single shot was fired at 
Erickson, Webb and other 
government officials as they 
negotiated "with a represent¬ 
ative of the American Indian

Bennett Demands Election 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Fornfier Social 
Oedit premier W. A. C. Rcnnetr returned 
early from a world cruise Friday and imme¬ 
diately challenged the New Democratic 
Party government to call a provincial elec¬ 
tion to prove it has support for its proposed 
farmland conrmiission. 

The 72-year-old opposition leader, looking 
tanned and rested after an 11-week cruise, 
said he had ”wame(^ the people of British 
Columbia what would happen when socialism 
was at the gates and now there is a full 
flood.” 

“This land legislation destroys the value 
of land,” he said. 

“These socialists always attack the farms 
first.” 

Bennett, who was premier of B.C. for 28 


years until lasing to the NPP in the election 
of Aug. 30 last year, said the NDP never 
explained its land bill in their ”quiet election 
campaign.” He claimed they had no mandate 
for it. 

“There .should be a provincial election 
forthwith,' and I challenge them to do it.” - 

Bennett also asked “everv person who 
\'alues freedom to unite with us, who kept the 
socialists out for 20 years.” 

But when asked if this was a direct invita¬ 
tion for a coalition of all opPv’>feitiop parties in 
the province, the former premier, who repre- 
.sents the rich farmbelt riding of Okanagan 
.South, said it was a hid for an “alliance a| 
the grass-roots level.” 

The former premier said he would take 
his seat for the first time this session in the 
Legislature Monday.

Rabbi P. Hirszprunk, chief 
rabbi nf Montreal's Jewish 
Community Council, said: 

“According to Jewish law, 
cannibalism is not allowed 
even If people are starving to 
death.’”

to dominate the field of ser¬ 
vices to people. We must give 
this function back to the 
communities." 

The paper stated there were 
no professional experts who. 
can be brought in to solve the 
drug abuse problem, and 
there is no known cure, as 
such, for the problem of drug 
abuse. 

""The solutions lie only within 
the individual drug abuser 
and within the people of his 
community." 

However, within the com¬ 
munity there are many "pre¬ 
ventative experts" who are 
"the men and women who 
give their love and concern 
and their time to their cliildren 
end to the people of the com¬ 
munity. 

"They are the people who 
have the greate.st gift of all. 
They have the gift of giving." 
In return, they receive sclf- 
resytect, the love and respect 
of others and a sense of self- 
fulfilment. 

These people "have the only 
solution there is to the prob¬ 
lem of drug abuse. They have 
no need for the constant and 
excessive use of mood-alter¬ 
ing chemicals. By giving of 
themselves they have found 
something far better than any 
chemical. This is their Immu-' 
nity. And k is. ihe only real 
prevention there is.” ^ 

The solution to the drug 
abuse problem "-will be found 
through effecti^'c living" with¬ 
in the community, "or it will 
not be found." 

The commission, which will 
be based structurally on a 
similar commission which has 
been set up in Alberta, grew 
out of that philosophy. 

It will have one full-time 
commissioner, possibly two 
others, plus whatever staff it 
needs. Most of that staff will 


' l>e community development 
workers who will go into com¬ 
munities to help them orga¬ 
nize community resource 
<'4bentres and set up what pro¬ 
grams they feel they need to 
deal with the drug depen¬ 
dency problems there. 

Once the programs are es¬ 
tablished. the provincial 
workers will move out and go 
on to another community, 
leaving the first community to 
run its own programs. 

Levi noted the drug prob¬ 
lem was particularly acute in 
B.C. because it‘ had more 
drug addicts, alc(]43olics and 
other drug^-users per capita 
than any other province. In 
fact. It had 54 per cent of all 
the heroin addicts in Canada. 

"The failure of the previous 
government to adopt a policy 
on drug dependency has led to 
the near-panic reaction that is 
evident in the province. It Is 
safe to say that no community 
in the province Is drug-free." 

The minister also said he 
would soon l>e wmvening a 
conference to discuss the 
pn'blems of educating i^ooole 
with better progranus than the 
present ones. 

I^st year, he noted, the 
government spent about 
$400,000 on anti-drug and li¬ 
quor advertising, and he 
doubted It had any effect at 
all. He said he suspected edu¬ 
cation would have to be done 
with children 9, 10 and 111 
years old, and that what they 
should have to be shown was 
how to get their "highs" out 
of living, rather than drugs. 

Attending the conference 
w'ould be educators, students, 
addicts and former addicts 
and parents and other citi¬ 
zens, he said. 

The programs to he sup¬ 
ported by the government in 
ix)th the education and reha¬ 
bilitation fields would probab¬ 
ly be "somewhat adventur¬ 
ous," he said. The province is 
"quite prepared to l)e trail- 
blazers for all of Canada."

1 have heard more and 
more of hypnotism joining 
hands with medicine. Could a 
hypnotist convince an alcohol¬ 
ic that he craves ginger ale 
instead of liquor? I realize 
this would be an easy way out 
— but what else Is there?

Palestinian guerrilla leader, 
addressed cable to Sudanese 
President Jaffar Nuemeiry 
appealing to him to avoid an¬ 
other "IV^ich tragedy." 

At one polht Friday there

to the U.S. in a plane supplied 
by Sudan. 

Egypt offered sancturay to 
the guerrillas, the • official 
Middle East news agency re¬ 
ported, but they turned It 
down. Insisting on a trip to 
America. 

The six or seven masked 
guerrillas sbut their way into 
the Saudi embassy Thursday 
night during a recerition for 
Mooi*e, who was leaving his 
post here, 

Friday afternoon two guer¬ 
rillas could be seen ))acin£ 
back and forth on the balco¬ 
nies of their embassy, their 
faces carefully masked in 
Arab headdress. 

The Sudanese government 
announced it was being care¬ 
ful not to provoke the kidnap 


squad. The emhaBsy building 
nevertheless was ringed by 
police. 

Earlier Friday, President

G reater victoria police believe that 

drug-hunger may be responsible for what 
appears to be a sharp increase in the rate of violent 
Clime. It would be astonishing if that were not the 
case. 

There is no doubt that the abuse of narcotics, 
in particular heroin, is steadily spreading, with 
young people the larger proportion of the victims. 
And since few of them have “any visible means of 
support” it can be safely assumed they will procure 
the funds they need by crimes of one kind or 
another. 

Holdups and safe-crackings, once happily rare 
In this community, have suddenly and startlingly 
set a record pace in February. And purse-snaching, 
cheque fraud, house-breaking and shop-lifting con¬ 


tinue at a disturbing rate. In lai'ge part these 
crimes are a consequence of the drug users’ need. 
It is not unusual for an addict to spend $500 a week 
and not very many are in a position to get that 
sort of money honestly. 

British Columbians have been promised a 
statement of government policy by NRrman Levi, 
minister for rehabilitation and social improvement, 
before the end of the current session. It is to be 
hoped that action will follow immediately because 
the emergency is too intolerable for further delay. 


No Thanks 


ALDERMAN TOM CHRISTIE may have a lot 
^ of supporters who share his dislike for high- 
rise apartment buildings in Victoria. But he may 
also have lost a few of them in his effort to con¬ 
vince the city council’s finance* committee that a re¬ 
placement for the Superior Street fireball, to serve 
both James Bay and Fairfield districts, should be 
located in the southeast corner of i^acon Hill 
Park. This part of the p^k near the maintenance 
buildings has been left in its natural state. 

We can agree with the fire chief that a fireball 
can be built that blends in with park surroundings. 
Oak Bay’s fire station is a fairly good example. 
And we can agree with Alderman Christie that a 
site in the park might save the city $50,000. We 
might even tend to accept that this is “a mugging 
area,” although hardly *‘a junkyard.” 

But for Beacon Hill Park, every small erosion 
can be the precedent for another. Let a small 
comer go for a fireball that contributes nothing to 
the enjoyment of the park, and the argument 
against another road cutting across the park would 
be accordingly weakened. 


Former premier W. A. C. Bennett made a 
modest start in the financing of control of narcotics 
abuse when he set up a $25 million fund which yields 
approximately $1.75 million a year. But this is in- 
• adequate. Ontario spends more than $7.5 million a 
year for a similar program, with probably no more 
than 20 per cent of B.C.’s addict population. So it 
can be expected that when Mr. Levi makes his 
statement of intention it will be accompanied by a 
substantial addition to the drug control budget. 


He should bear ir^mind, when the time comes 
to make his decision, the words of the probation of¬ 
ficer attached to Victoria’s family court, Dave 
Turner: “The number of cases I deal with are in¬ 
creasing sharply and younger and younger people 
are getting involved.” 

And he would do weU to remember that the 
number of known addicts in Victoria has risen 
from 68 in 1970 to at least 500, and probably a 
good many more who keep their habit hidden. And 
that is the pattern for the province. 

In the absence of any guidance or significant 
assistance from the government in Ottawa, the 
rather awesome responsibility rests with Mr. Levi 
to take such steps as are necessary for education 
and treatment He cannot tamper with the fed¬ 
eral law, of course. But he could assist short- 
handed police depaitoents in Investigation and 
enforcement by making funds available. 

No token contribution will suffice. The pro¬ 
gram must be massive enough to match the mon¬ 
strous corruption drugs are inflicting on society. 


No Loss of Dignity 


A FEW DAYS AGO security guards in the House 
^ of Commons refused to allow three gentle¬ 
men of Indian origin to go into the galleries be¬ 
cause, in the view of the attendants, they were 
improperly dressed. These were Cana^an Indians 
wearing with dignity and pride costumes of native 
design while on a mission to the national capital on 
behalf of their bands. 

Details of this unhappy incident are not known 
to many except the parties directly involved. But it 
is to be hoped the apologies were adequate and the 
reprimand to the offending officers severe. 

It would be charitable to accept that the ac¬ 
tion of the guards was a result of ignorance. But it 
smacks of prejudice in an area where the arresting 
costumes of foreign visitors ought to be familiar 
and certainly are respected. It would be unlikely 
that a turbanned Sikh or a tarboosh-wearing Mos¬ 
lem would be halted by the guards when, as in the 
case of the Canadian Indians, they were invited 
guests in the members’ gallery. 


This is not a big issue, perhaps. But it is bound 
to be interpreted as a deliberately inflicted indig¬ 
nity by the bands which were being represented in 
Ottawa by Jerry Strawberry, Chief Jim Daychief 
and Lawrence Mackinaw. 

It is particularly unfortunate that it should 
happen when, as well as where, it did; at a time 
when the federal government is reviewing the land 
claims of the Indians and showing an interest in 
the physical and moral rehabilitation of a people 
who have suffered much by white men’s intrusions. 

There was no compliant from the victims of of¬ 
ficious guards themselves which in itself is a lesson 
in good manners. And perhaps the incident will 
guarantee that such errors in judgment cannot 
occur again. 

After all, the prime minister himself wears a 
fringed buckskin jacket on occasion and British 
Columbia’s one-time chief forester, Martin AUer- 
dale Grainger, wore moccasins to a reception in 
Buckingham Palace.

A Los Angeles pet-shop 
owner explains: “We sell few 
cats to Negroes or Mexicans. 
People who know they are liv¬ 
ing ip a society that rejects 
them don’t want to .come 
home to an aloof animal that 
seems to do the same.

Tliey want 
the noisy affection of a dog.’* 

All too often auch r^- 
tionships prove unsatisfac¬ 
tory; but when the pet which 
has become “part of the fami¬ 
ly'* dies, sentimentality knows 
no bounds. One of the fastest 
growing industries In the U.S. 
is the pet cemetery business.

Most of 
the people who use them are 
over 50 and childless, or with 
children who have long since 
left home. They pay an 
average of $80 to $150 depend¬ 
ing on coffin size, plot size 
and (he typo of ooilfm. 

“The simple cremation of a 
small bird could cost aa little 
as $25,** says Mrs- Blosscr. 
whose Paw Print Gardens 
offers its “country estate 
burial,*’ designed to lower 
costs by burying animals in a 
communal grave, but with 
each in Its own h e r m e - 
tically-sealed container.

punishment is that “it is tak¬ 
ing revenge on a person.’* If 
the law is that you wUl lose 
your life if you are convicted 
of murdering someone, then 
capital punidiment is nothing 
but the law being enforced.

History has given a bad name to the Vandals, the barbar¬ 
ians who gave “vandalism” to the world. 

Nobody would want one for a neighbor today, but in the 5th 
century AJ)., when they flourished in what is now the pleasant 
and free country of Tunisia, they were not all that bad. 

Historians point out that the Vandals probably won their 
opprobrium because at first they were better at being baibar- 
ians than other Germanic tribes such as the Ostrogoths, the 
Visigoths, and the Franks. 

Pressured by invading Huns, the Vandals swarmed out of 
their original home along the Bsikic Sea in A.D. 406, devastat¬ 
ing (jermany, France, and most of Spain as they went. They 
found the decaying Rpman empire in North Africa ripe tor the 
picking, and there they conquered and settled, rtfllng with 
comparative moderation.

If an occasional kind word can be said for the ancient Van¬ 
dals. modem vandalism is acknowledged to be nothing but evil. 

It is impossible to calculate how badly taxpayers in ^ 
United States are hurt by today’s vandalism through the ol- 
stniction of cars^c^buildings, parks, and other kinds oi prop¬ 
erty. 

However, one favorite target , 3 pf vandals — American 
_ has cost the people living In 193 urban upae at least 
$470,000,000 a year since 1960. And New York Qty alone spends 
$700,000 each year merely cleaning the subway of graffiti. 

The Vandals of North Africa left hardly anyt^g behind, 
not even graffiti. Only some coins and jewelfy have survived 
the century they ruled Rome’s outpost. 'Ihey left no imprint in 
dress, burial customs, weapons, social organizations, or lan¬ 
guage. Possibly they left some genes — light hair and blue eyes 
are quite common among Tunisia’s stalwart peopfle. 

Even “vandalisme” had to w^t until the 18th century to 
appear as a word, in French. Many now think that the hatred 
visited on the Vandals really was deserved by the marauding 
Moors, who were only lightly held in oheok by the ruling Van¬ 
dals themselves.

Captured by toe Germans, 
he escaped to North Africa 
where he joined toe Free 
French and later fought under 
General Leclerc in Italy. For 
his valor he was awarded^ the 
croix de guerrer and several 
other French military medals. 

After the war, Francisci 
drifted to Marseilles and into 
the orbit of Corsican mobster 
Joe Renucci. The old under¬ 
world leaders, Francois Spiri- 
to and Paul Carbone, who had; 
collaborated with the Nazis, 
w<?re gone. TTieir lieutenants, 
Joe Orsini and .Augusta Ri- 
cord, had fled to North and 
South America respectively. 

Renucci Clan 

The Guerini family, led by 
brothers Antoine and Barto- 
lemy (Memo) Guerini haiU 
taken over toe No. 1 spot. 

Close behind was the Ren¬ 
ucci clan, headed by Renucci 
himself and including Fran¬ 
cisci, Dominic and Jean Ven¬ 
turi, Jean Colonna, and a 
hoodlum named Ange Pao- 
loni. 

In addition to the ordlnap^ 
sources of income such asU- 
legal gambling clubs, bootleg 
pastis a favorite alcoholic 
drink in southern France) and 
prostitution, toe Renucci clan 
specialized in smuggling. 

Tlie big smuggling items 
after the Second World War 
were cigarettes, Scotch, 
whisky and silk and nylon 
.stockings. These Items were 
loaded onto fast cruisers at 
the duty-free port of Tangiers, 
Morocco, and run over the 
Mediterranean to the southern 
trench coast. 

To Tangiers 


Francisci, quick with fig¬ 
ures, was sent to Tangiers in 
1948, where he established a 
legitimate business front and 
acted as toe purchasing agent 
for the Renucci fclan. They 
began to amass fortunes. 

But in 1952, Paolonl tried to 
take over, first with toe hi-* 
Jacking of the smuggling ship 
Oombinatic. 

A bitter gang war followed, 
which French police believe 
eventually took from 15 to 50 
lives. 

Colonna, caught in a blast 
of machine-gun ftre, lost both 
of his legs and retired to Cor-. 
flica, where he beenme mayor 
of toe village of Pila Canale 
and an edder stotesman of the 
Renucco clan. 

Paoloni was killed and the 
Renucci faction kept control. 
Francisci, meanwhile, had 
been developing a profitable 
new crimlnEil field of activity. 

Renucci w a ■ a friend of de- 
IMirted American mobster 
Charles (Lucky) T..uclano, 
then living In Italy. Luciano, 
a member of the Sicilian 
Mafia, had already seen the 
possibility for profits In the 
heroin trade. And, In the Cosa 
Nostra, he had organisation to 
handle distribution In the 
United States. 

New Location 

But a coordinated drive by 
a concerned Italian TOvem- 
ment and the U.S. Federal 
Bureau of Narcotics was 
disrupting the Infant heroii} 
industry In Italy. Clearly a 
new location for laboratories 
was needed. 

Francisci. wlio had devel¬ 
oped an international list of 
underworld acquaintances, 
began to make fr^ent trips 


to Beirut. Lebanon, in the late 
1940s. At the time. Beirut was 
the international marketplace 
for illegal 'Turkish opium and 
morphine base. 

Francisci teamed with Leb¬ 
anon's top racketeer, Samll 
Khoury, also known ae Sami 
Khoury, to make the contacts 
and develop the routes for the 
flow of morphine base to Mar¬ 
seilles. 

They often met in Tangiers 
or in toe Casino du liban in 
Beirut, where Francisci had 
the concessitm to operate the 
gambling games. This served 
as a cover for his Lebanese 
trips. Khoury was also a fre¬ 
quent visitor to Marseilles 
and Paris. 

Lesser Mobs 

Soon teaser Conlcan mobs 
established their own 'Turkish 
connections and routes into 
Marseilles, but toe Renucci- 
Venturi-Francisci combine 
had gotten such a head start 
it was never overtaken in the 
business. c 

Renucci died in the mid- 
’.50s; then it was Francisci- 
Venturi. Later, when Orsini 
returned from toe United 
States to Marseilles, he, too, 
joined the combination. 

While toe three groups were 
and are part of one loosely or¬ 
ganized heroin syndicate, 
Francisci, Venturi and Orsini 
all had their own personal or¬ 
ganizations and private crimi¬ 
nal enterprises as well. 

Francisci had the Artistlo 
Bar mob. 'The group was 
named after a Marseilles bar 
where its members still fre¬ 
quently meet. It included such 
major heroin profiteers as 
Jean Baptiste Croce, Paul 
Mondoloni and Ansan (Ange) 
Bistoni. 

Many Years 

They are so active in toe 
heroin field that for many 
years law enforcement agen¬ 
cies felt that each of toem 
headed his own Corsican mob. 
But they were and are only 
captains. 

Francisci still keeps his 
close ties with Marseilles. 
Almost every day of the 
week, two of his brothers, 
Jean and Rene, arrive at toe 
Bar de la Rotonde at approxi¬ 
mately 4 p.m. They sit for the 
next two hours, sipping their 
pastis and holding court. They 
serve as Francisci’s Mar¬ 
seilles mail-box. 

It is doubtful that FYanciscl 
himself has physically seen or 
handled heroin for many 
years. He Is the financier, toe 
arranger, the fixer. He is the 
man behind toe desk far 
away. He has even Insulated 
himself from Croce and the 
others.

an electoral campaign in Cor¬ 
sica in favor ^ toe UDR 
(GauUist) candidates. He 
didn't hide his friendships 
with toe deputy Mr. Jean Boz¬ 
zi and Mr. (Alexandre) San- 
guinotti. whose politics he es¬ 
pouses.” 

Sanguinetti and Bozzi 
successively served as depu¬ 
ties to Interior Minister Roger 
Frey, who was in charge of 
ail French police from 1959 to 
1967, toe years in which Fran¬ 
cisci rose to the top of the 
mobs. 

The aaine confidential re¬ 
port Indicates that Sanguinetti 
and Boul, both now execu¬ 
tives of the UDR, had only to 
pick up a telephone while they 
u'ere In office to find out 
about Frandsd's background 
as a leader of the heroin 
mobs. The report quotes from 
Interpol and French poUce de¬ 
scriptions of FYandsd and Ills 
heroin connections dating as 
far back as 1949. 

They Froze* 

A retired U.S. narootica 
agent who served in France 
told us: "Everytiine we men¬ 
tioned the name Frapclscl to 
the French police, they froze. 
You could teU they didn’t 
want to hear anything about 
him, much less work on him. 
He was a no-no." 

People who know Frandsd 
say that he is a tireless cam¬ 
paigner for the UDR in Cor¬ 
sica. Even the police records 
reflect it And when he f i r s t 
ran for bis own seat as toe 
GauUist counsel general from 
Zicavo, Corsica, in 1967, his 
opponent won. Francisci over¬ 
turned the election, charging 
vote fraud. 

In 1952, Francisci was in¬ 
volved In the attempted swin¬ 
dle of a gambling house in 
Aix-en-Provence, in southern 
France. Because of this toe 
minister of the interior issued 
a decree Feb. 28. 1952, bar¬ 
ring him from aU gambling 
houses in France for life. 

Id 1966, Fraaclsd bought 
the Club Haossmami gam¬ 
bling casino In Pniis.'Hs told 
a respected. French Journalist 
that he had been able to buy 
the casino because of the In¬ 
tercession of his old and good 
friend, a hlgfa-school class¬ 
mate, Jean Bozsl, at that time 
deputy to the Interior min¬ 
uter.

And It 
was Barberot who Introduced 
heroin courier Roger Delou- 
tete Into the French aecret 
service and wrote to French 
Defence Minister Michel 
Debre In his behalf. 

In 1961, Intrabank appUed 
to open a branch in Paris. 
The French banking control 
commission recommended 
against it. But then Finance 
Minuter Valery Giscard d’Es- 
taing reversed the decision of 
the board and granted per¬ 
mission. 

Major Wheel 

Lobbying d’Estalng for the 
bank were Interior Minister 
Roger Frey (head of the 
French national police) and 
French Deputy Jacques Bau- 
mel, who at that time was 
seretary-general of the UDR. 


Shortly afterward. In¬ 
trabank gained indirect con¬ 
trol of a materials company 
called CEMA, which In turn, 
under Intrabank direction, 
took over France’s second 
largest shipbuilding firm, 
Chantiers Navals de la Qotat. 

And, according to a con- 
f i d e n t i a 1 French Interior 
ministry report obtained by 
Newsday, Francisci suddenly 
emerged as a major stock¬ 
holder in both CEMA and the 
shipbuilding firm.

In 1966. Intrabank got into 
financial trouble.

Early Days 

During the early years, 
Francisci was arrested sever¬ 
al times, but he has only 
spent 15 days in jail. In fact, 
because of the secrecy sur¬ 
rounding his life in toe 
French department of toe in¬ 
terior, most people in France 
are not even aware of his 
arrests. 

It U curious that Francisci 
has not been arrested since 
19S8, toe year that de QauUe 
returned to power In France: 
GauUUt governments have 
run France since then, and 
Francisci U a powerful and 
Influenflal supporter of the 
Union des Democrates pour la 
Republlque (UDR), toe Gaul- 
Ust itolltical party. 

Armed Attack

Francisci began backing the 
GauUist cause early. Accord¬ 
ing to a secret French police 
report in our possession, he 
used poUtics as his excuse 
when he was arrested for car¬ 
rying a gun in 1949. 

The report said he ex¬ 
plained that he travelled dur¬ 
ing toe political campaigns 
through southern France, pn>* 
teettng candidates of toe 
GauUist party (then kTiewn ae 
RPF). Ho aa4d ha needed toe 
gun to defend the candidates 
against armed attack by rival 
party supporters.

Lover Shot 

In June, 1964, Francisci’s 
brother, Antoine, returned to 
his borne in Corsica ona eve¬ 
ning to discover that his wife, 
Simone had a lover on hand. 
Antoine shofiB^lover through 
toe throat, rendering him 
speechless for life. 

Francisci then took away 
the couple’s only son, Jean* 
Francois, while Antoine spent 
a few months in jaU. The 
mother went to the courts, 
who ordered the poUce to find 
toe boy. They didn’t. 

Part of Cover 

But the chUd was discov¬ 
ered by police in October. 
1964, when they raided toe 
villa that housed the heroin 
lab of Joseph Cesari in Au< 
bagne, near MarseiUes. The 
people running toe lab with 
Cesari were baby-sitting for 
toe chUd because Francisci 
was busy in Paris. The po¬ 
lice, despite the outstanding 
court order, gave the chUd 
back to Francisci and his 
brother. 

In 1953, as part of his cover 
for frequent trips to Beirut, 
Francisci took control pf toe 
Casino de FYance, whi^ has 
the games coneession at toe 
Casino du Liban. 

The Casino du Liban, which 
owns the buUding, was owned 
at Ute time by a^huge Beirut- 
bSIfd bomlcmg Oondomerate 
known as IntraWk. The blink¬ 
ing ooncem, headed by Yous- 
sed Beidas, was heavily 
backed by toe governments of 
Lebanon. Kuwaiit and Qatar.

• "Moreover, the manner 
in which the government pro¬ 
poses to carry out these 
changes raises questions as to 
the sanctity of any agreement 
now or hereafter made with 
the government of the prov¬ 
ince," 

McIntosh said that Alberta 
and Saskatcliewan have five- 
year agreements. The associ- 
-ttli‘n thought that its current 
one with B.C. was good until 
J9Tj. 

Among highlights of the re- 
I'ort wore that oil production 
in B.C. has slipped from 
70.0(X) barrels per day in 1970 
to 65,000 per day in 1972. 

Natural gas production, 
however, has climbed to 
reach the one billion cubic 
feet per day level. Remaining 
reserves at the begging of 
1972 were 292 million barreli 
of oil and 10 trillion cubic 
feet of gas. 

McIntosh also pointed out 
that the crown receives 57 per 
cent of the total gross reve¬ 
nues received by the industry 
at the end of 1972.

Canadiaii 
Metal 
Prices Up 

TORONTO (CP) — Major 
Canadian metal producers 
Friday announced price in¬ 
creases for their products in 
the wake of the world mone¬ 
tary crisis. 

International Nickel Co. of 
Canada Ltd. says it it in¬ 
creasing its price for domes¬ 
tic copper To 60 cents U.S- a 
pound following similar an¬ 
nouncements in London and 
New York earlier in the week. 

Hudson Bay Mining and 
Smelting Co. Ltd. also says it 
is increasing its cadmium 
price by 50 cents a pound to 
$3.75 a pound for ton lots and 
$3.95 a pound for lesser 
amounts. Cominco Ltd. an¬ 
nounced similar price hikes 
Thursday. 

Noranda Sales Corp. Ltd. 
later announced it will also 
increase its domestic price for 
copper to 60 cents U.S. a 
p.)und from 56 cents. ^ 

Hudson Bay Mining and 
Smelting also announced an 
immediate increase in domes¬ 
tic copper price to 60 cents a 
pound. 


They were betting that 
while the United States would 
not devalue again, some deci¬ 
sion by European governments 
during the weekend would 
make European currencies 
worth more in terms of dol¬ 
lars. This in effect would be a 
dollar devaluation. 

There were reports that a 
crisis meeting called for Sun¬ 
day in Brussels of the nine na¬ 
tions of the European Com¬ 
mon Market would consider 
letting their currencies float 
jointly against the dollar — 
meaning the European money 
would be set free to seek their 
own value on the market of 
supply and demand. 

•The new blow against the 
dollar came less than three 
weeks after Nixon devalued 
the dollar by 10 per cent. 

Nixon told a news confer¬ 
ence Friday in Washington: 
'There will not be another de¬ 
valuation." He contended the 
dollar was being hit by inter¬ 
national speculators looking 
for large profits. 

He said there was little his 
admdnstration could do to 
curb speculation but added 
"the dollar is a good bet" on 
grounds the U.S. economy is 
strong and inflation is being 
cooled. 

Prime Minister Edward 
Hcatli of Britain wound up 
two davs of crisis talks with 
fliancellor Willy Brandt in 
West Germany without in¬ 
dicating whether London is 
ready to stop floating its 
pound and bring it into a joint 
float of Common Market cur¬ 
rencies against the dollar. 

Brandt wants this, Bonn 
sources said. 

Major exchanges in Europe 
and Japan were closed FYiday 
after a record $3‘4 billion 
were dumped Thursday. 

Euro()ean bankers and 
economists said the dollar 
crisis showed a lack of con¬ 
fidence in the current mone¬ 
tary system.

William Head Role Toughened 


Security at William Head is being tough¬ 
ened up as the minimum security institution 
prepares to take in a different class of pris¬ 
oner. described as those “more prone to es¬ 
cape if they have a chance." 

Over the next three months, this will 
mean extending the feD?e and raising It to 
about 14 feet, building a higher gatehouse, 
and bringing in as many as 16 “living unit" 
staff members to work directly with the con¬ 
victs. 

The changb in status of the Metohoein pris¬ 
on will be from “minimum" security to “me¬ 
dium-minimum," said James Stone, regional 
director for federal penitentiaries in Van¬ 
couver. 

In a telephone Interview, Stone stressed 
that the new prisoners will be no more dan¬ 


gerous than the present ones. “They will just 
btf people with a higher escape risk," he 
said. 

Most of the new convicts .m§U be coining 
from B.C. Penitentiary in Biunaby, where 
toere have been reports of oVer-crowding, 
and possibly even Matsqui Institution in Ab¬ 
botsford. * 

The present capacity of William Head is 
roughly ISO, and this will not be increased, 
Stone added. He recently returned from Otta¬ 
wa where the prison situation in B.C. was 
discussed. 

He said William Head is “obviously in¬ 
secure" at the present time. 

Tills statement is backed up by the pris¬ 
on’s escape count. Since the start of 1972, 
there have been some 25 escapes—Avhat offic¬ 


ials call-“walkaways" — and another dozen 
men on temporary abaense passes who did 
not return. 

Eight of this group are still at large. 

Said Stone on Friday: ‘*We ai:e surveying 
the fence to see just what can be done. At the 
present time, they (tlie prisoners) can go 
ancxind it at low tide. They also need a 
higher gatehouse for better observation." 

William Head is built on a small peninsula 
IxMinded by Parry Bay and Pedder Bay. 

Ultimately, Stone said, the institution will 
have 16 “living unit" officers who wtirk with 
tlie prisoners on a community basis, and 29 
correctional officers. 

The present security staff numbers 24. 

William Head superintendent Gamaliel 
.Milner said Friday he did not know anything 


definite about the proposed changes. Stone 
had not been in touch with him. he said. 

But he added firmly that the security 
buildup would have nothing to do with the 
high escape rate, 

He described a mtniinum-securlty institu¬ 
tion. like William Head, as the kind of place 
which confines prisoners “whom we don’t ex¬ 
pect would run away, and if they did escape 
they would not be considered dangerous." 

Milner admitted that the section of fence 
w'hich nins to the slvireiine is often damaged, 
and provides any would-be escapees with an 
ea^y out 

Stone also strongly denied a pfblished 
report that William llead is being used as a 
dumping ground for prisoners no longer con¬ 
sidered minimum security.

Aldermen Face 
Hectic Summer 


City council is faciijgj^ne of 
its busiest summers in years, 
says Victoria Alderman Sam 
Bawlf. 

Things will start getting 
hectic in May when five dif¬ 
ferent studies now in the mill 
will be competed for coun¬ 
cil’s consideration, Bawlf, 
chairman of the city’s plan¬ 


ning committee, said in an in¬ 
terview Friday. 

AU five studies, he said, will 
take up quite a bit of council’s 
time. 

Bawlf said there will be no 
traditional summer slump at 
city hall this year. 

“All these things will hit us 
at about tKe same time and 
we’ll have to deal with all of 
them quickly," he said.

Its^owner, a B.C Hydro em¬ 
ployee. had parked it at about 
7:50 a.m.

Police discussed the qties- 
tiqn of where did the car go in 
two ways: 

• If the driver turned ei¬ 
ther way on Finlayson. Topaz 
or even Hillside, one or more 
persons who were on those 
.<^treeU at about 12:30 p.m. 
Thursday might have noticed 
the speeding vehicle. 

• If the driver kept on 
down Hillside, the car ^ould 
still be somev^ere in Greater 
Victoria since police acted 
quickly after the holdup to set 
up checks at the Swartz Bay 
ferry terminal and roadblocks 
leading to the rest of Van¬ 
couver Island. 

Die car may no longer bear 
the VCF 342 plates and it may 
not even be dark blue. But 
police disclosed it has one dis¬ 
tinguishing feature — the 
driver’s window does not 
close completely. 

Anyone with information on 
the car’s escape route or its 
present whereabouts was 
asked to phone the Victoria 
police detective division at 
384-4111 and do nothing else •— 
the man was armed and could 
be dangerous. 

The suspect was described 
as 22 to 25.

The investigation began 
after Allan Williams (I^Wpst 
Vancouver-Howe ^ Sound) 
raised on the floor of the Le¬ 
gislature the problems of ten¬ 
ants at Parkside Place, for¬ 
merly known as Burnside 
Gardens, in the 3600 block Tll- 
licum. 

Williams said outside the 
house that, after he told the 
Legislature of the difficulties, 
he met wito an official of the 
attorney-general’s depart¬ 
ment, who said that he and 
Michael Hanson, consumer af¬ 
fairs (rfficer, wo^d meet with 
a representative of the devel¬ 
opment’s owner, Nacel Pro¬ 
perties Ltd., and tenants' rep¬ 
resentatives. 

He said it was possible that 
the government offlclals 
mis^t urge the owners to 
“make some allowances" re¬ 
garding such problems as 
payment of the final month’s 
rent after they’d been given 
an eviction no^ce, and 
ing expenses for the eVicted 
tenants. 


Meanwhile, In the house At¬ 
torney-General Alex Mao 
donald said he would be in¬ 
troducing legislation as soon 
as possible to help in the 
problems of conversions of 
apartments to condominiums. 

Amendments to the Land¬ 
lord and Tenant Act would be 
introduced to require that ten¬ 
ants be given Imger periods 
of notice before being evicted 
because a txiUding was being 
converted into a con¬ 
dominium. Other changes 
would require landlords to 
help with moving expenses 
where necessary in such 
cases. 

Amendments to the Strata 
Titles Act would also be in¬ 
troduced, giving municipal¬ 
ities more control over,con¬ 
version of apartments to con¬ 
dominiums. 

Macdonald said all these 
amendments would be passed 
by the end of the current le¬ 
gislative session and consider¬ 
ation might be given to mak¬ 
ing them retroactive. 


Intentions Shown 


At any rate, he said, the 
government has now given 
clear notice of its intentions, 
and landlords should be 
“careful" in any doings sur¬ 
rounding condominiums. 

Williams, who met with ten- 
ahls from Parkside Place Fri¬ 
day nfKirning, outlined their 
story to the house this way: 

'The development was oc¬ 
cupied by people of "very 
modest means," some of 
them on welfare, nearly all 
with children. 

On Nov. 27, 1972, they re¬ 
ceived a letter from Nacel 
Properties, saying it had 
bought the property, and 
would be working tamake it a 
more attractive place to live. 

It also said it would be con¬ 
verted from a rental project 
to self-owned condominiums, 
which It hoped would provide 
some of the finest family con¬ 


dominium living in Victoria. 

Tenants were encouraged to 
buy their suites but it was 
stated that "if you should not 
wish to purchase a suite, you 
may continue to lease your 
present accommodation at 
existing rents. Your present 
lease will be fully honored 
and extended.” 

Later, Williams said, they 
received another letter saying 
that if their particular suite 
was sold, they would be given 
60 days to vacate the pre¬ 
mises. Tliey were also given 
first option to buy their suites. 

Then on Feb. 16, all the 
tenants who weren't buying 
their suites received another 
letter from the firm, through 
its sales manager Gene Hai- 
beck, stating they must leave 
the development by March 31 
because all the suites had 
been sold.

This alone created consider¬ 
able hardship on some of the 
tenants, said Williams, but 
some were able to find suit-, 
able accommodation else¬ 
where. and were ready to 
move in by the beginning of 
this month. 

Then they were told they 
must pay their March rent at 
Parkside Place, because they 
hadn’t given a month’s notice. 
This^ would mean they’d be 
paying rent on two premises 
for that month. 

The company locked the 
suite of one woman and 


wouldn’t let her remove her 
furniture until she had paid 
for the month, he said. 

iThe moving expenses were 
also heavy for many of the 
families. “None of them are 
financially able lo withstand 
this kind of economic blow," 
said Williams. 

The problem was further 
complicated for some families 
because even If they wanted 
to buy their suites, (hey 
couldn’t because children 
weren’t being allowed any 
longer in part of th« develop¬ 
ment.

B.C. Stand Encourages Drug-Fighters 




Carole 


Peter Leeoway. president of 
Canadian Concerned Citizens, 
a Victoria lay-group trying to 
tackle the drug problem, 
said he was encouraged by 
the contents of the provincial 
governmeni’s position paper. 

“I am pleased the provincial 
government is taking this 
kind of action, especially 
abQMt the fact that the over¬ 
all program will be oom- 
muniiy-oiieiited," Lesoway 
said. 

“It’s very important that 
the non-professionals get in¬ 
volved. The professionals 
have failed. The psycholo¬ 
gists, the psychiatrists and 
the social woricers have not 
been able to supply solutions 
to the drug problem," he said. 

“A layman whose family is 
part of the drug problem 
might be able Jo come up with 
Home everyday suggeationB of 


how to handle drug addicts 
and drug addiction," Lesoway 
said. 

He said it was perhaps too 
early to predict how the pro¬ 
posed legislation will work, 
but added that in case it 
doesn’t work, the Canadian 
Concerned Citizens group will 
let the minister (Rehabili¬ 
tation Minister Norman Levi) 
know.- 


“The minister is aware of 
this. In fact, he suggested 
that we keep him informed at 
all times,” jLesoway said. 

Levi discussed the govern¬ 
ment’s position in the Legisla¬ 
ture fYiday In response to a 
discussion of the heroin prob¬ 
lem by Dr. Scott Wallace (PC 
—Oak Bay), involved in Cana¬ 
dian Concerned Citizens. 

Wallace described the 


present ' situation regarding 
heroin addicts in B.C. as “ab¬ 
solutely futile” with the 
numbers of addicts increasing 
while very few were getting 
off the drug. 

. Heroin, he said, “has the 
unique property of totally ens¬ 
laving the individual — physi¬ 
cally, mmtally and morally." 
It .seemef that it might be im¬ 
possible to really cure a 


heroin addict, to ensure that 
he would remain off the drug 
permanently. 

Because of that he repeated 
the suggestion that it might 
be a possibility to provide con¬ 
trolled supplies of heroin le¬ 
gally to registered and es¬ 
tablished addicts. 

He also urged strong action 
against traffickers as one way 
of preventing the spread c< 


heroin to more and more peo¬ 
ple. 

Wallace received praise 
from Levi for his forthright 
stand on the heroin issue, 
both as a doctor and an MLA. 
The minister said that Wal¬ 
lace understood the problem 
well and had the “courage" to 
become involved in trying to 
solve it, something many doc¬ 
tors lacked.

DIRECTORS of the Victoria Curling Qub decided Mon¬ 
day night at their monthly meeting to try and bring about 
•ome changes in the club draws for next season. 

Tentatively, ^e big changes would be the introduction ot 
mixed-riiric play into the club drawa and the return to “set- 
night” curling, preferred 1 ^ many because they know when 
the season starts what nights they have to curl and are able 
to plan ahead accordingly. 

A committee will work at comirtg up with an arrange¬ 
ment for the lO^club draws — two nightly from Monday 
through Friday — which will be the most suitable for most 
club members. Plans cail for a maximum of 48 nien’a and 16 
women'a riidcs, which cn iifae twioe-weekly basis, woidd take 
care cC six end two draws, reepectively. ^The hope is that 
enough cutlers will show interest in mixed-rink ourling to 
allow the formation of 32 rinks for Friday, night leagues. 

That*s the starting |»lnt, but the situation will be fluid 
until such time as the committed is ready to make its recom¬ 
mendations. It might, for instance, find that a fair number of 
members would wetoome an arrangement which would en¬ 
able them to curl once a week with their own sex and once a 
week in a mixed league. Or it could find most members 
desirous of continuing to curl twice a week with their own sex 
and not anxious to commit themselves to a third night. 

There is also the problem of finding spares for the mixed 
leagues if their night is to be Friday. VOC members are 
bonspiel minded and there won’t be more than a Friday or 
two that there won’t be considerable absenteeism because of 
bonspiels. Although Friday is preferred for mixeS curling 
because most curlers don’t have to woiic the next day. and 
therefore can spend more time in post-game socializing, 
perhaps tome consideration should be given to having the 
mixed ouxiling on Wednesday nights. That breaks it up ifor the 
other leagues, whip^ could then operate on a Monday-’Iliurs- 
day and a Tuesday-Friday basis. 

There will still be some Friday absenteeism because of 
bonspiels, but men’s and women’s rinks cmi carry on with 
three players if necessary while a mixed league cannot really 
function successfully unless it insists that no rink can be 
credited with a win unless it had its full complement of 
curlers on the ice. In any event, mixed curling on club draws 
figures to give the VOC a good boost, and is long overdue. 


CONGRATULATIONS are certainly due Karen Kaese, 
Shannon Blackburn, Loretta Ahlstrom and Donna Dunn, and 
the B.C. champions will get plenty of them when they return 
home to a Sunday reception at the Nanaimo Cuiling Qub.

His interest in racing and 
building started in 1964 while 
he was serving in the British 
Army (Royal Electrical and 
Mechanical Engineers) sta¬ 
tioned in Germany. He drove 
a Mercedes in his first compe¬ 
tition, and has gradually 
woi k^ his way up to the four- 
and-a-halMitre. 425-horRepow- , 
or Oldsmobile-engined ma¬ 
chine he now owns. 

He drove an SP 6 in tho 
Castrol Motoring News GT 
champicHiships, a series of 
races in England, from 1969 
to 1971. 

When he became seriously 
interested in Oan^m, Brian 
Costello, a stockbroker friend 
who had a penchant for old 
cars, loaned him about $17,500 
to help build the car and buy 
the engine, which was modi¬ 
fied by 'Traco of California. 

The engine, which was 
about two years old when Sa¬ 
ville Peck bought it for $6,000, 
was used by the McLaren 
team as a spare. Last year, 
David Hepworth won the Brit¬ 
ish hillclimb championship 
with it. 

The story of the car’s trip 
from England to Victoria is 
interesting. Saville Peck had 
a car, house trailer, the E'or- 
mula 7 and its trailer shipped 
across the Atlantic to Mon¬ 
treal. He took the car and 
house trailer to Ottawa, 
where he had friends, re¬ 
turned to Montreal and hauled' 
his racing car to Ottawa. 

Next leg of the trip was Ot¬ 
tawa to Victoria. 

Again the car and house 
trailer came first. When he 
arrived in Victoria and got 
settled in. he flew back to Ot¬ 
tawa, bought a used Camaro 
and towed his prized race-car 
to Victoria. 

The reason he chose Vic¬ 
toria was mainly because his 
brother. Dr. Shaqn Saville 
Peck, a general practitioner, 
lives here. 

“We were going to stay in 
Vancouver, but we stayed 
there for a week and didn’t 
like it,” he cxiilained; 


“1 will probably do some 
races at Westwood,” Saville 
Peck said.

EDMONTON (CP) — J. 
Percy Page, former lieu¬ 
tenant-governor of Alberta 
and coach of the famed Ed¬ 
monton Grads women's bas- 
ketbtU teem, died in Univer¬ 
sity Hospital Thursday night 
at the ag^of 55. 

The Grads dominated bas¬ 
ketball in Canada for neeriy 
25 years and were the beitt in 
the world for 17. 

He coached the Grads from 
1915 to 1940, leading them to 
victory in 502 games out of 
522. and to three Olympics. 

Dr. Page was principal of 
McDougall conunercial high 
school here when he organized 
the Grads in 1S14. 

He was elected to the Sports 
HaU of Fame in 1^, the year 
he retired from his careBr as 
an educationist. 

Dr. Page served four terms 
in the Alberta legislature for 
£klmonton West constituency, 
two as an independent and 
two as a Progressive 6onier- 
vati\'e MLA. He was lieu¬ 
tenant-governor of the prov¬ 
ince from 1959 to 1966. 

In 1961. Dr. Page was 
awarded an honorary doctor 
of laws degree by the Univer¬ 
sity of Albefla. In the same 
year, he was made knight of 
grace of the Venerable Order 
of the Hospital of St. John of 
Jerusalem. 

He suffered a stroke in 1969 
and was left with paralysis of 
his right hand and most of his 
right side. He entered hospital 
in January. 

Despite his disability, Dr. 
Page continued to answer the 
many letters addressed to 
"Dear Papa Page" from the 
39 Grad players he coached in 
their illustrious career. 

The Grads were Canadian 
champions from 1922 to 1940, 
winners of three of four North 
American titles in the same 
span, 59 of 61 C^anadian exhi¬ 
bitions, 22 of 25 American ex¬ 
hibitions and 114 or 120 chal¬ 
lenge games with various city 


and state champions from tha 
United States. 

The largest crowd ever to 
watch a women's basketball 
game in Canada, 6792, attend¬ 
ed an exhibition game in Ed¬ 
monton y between the Grads 
and Chicago Taylor-Trunks 
May 5, 1930. Edmonton fans 
became so accustomed to the 
Grads' success that by 1940 
revenue diminished and the 
team disbanded. 

Dr. Page said he was "an 
ordinary basketball player 
and never took the game 
seriously." 



Bom in Rochester, N.Y„ 
May 14, 1887, he moved to 
Oakville, Ont., as a three- 
yea ivold child and lived with 
an aunt after his mother died. 
His father, a millet* bom in 
Canada, died nine years later, 
when young Percy was 12. 

Dr. Page was first exposed 
to basketball while earning 
his BA degree at McGill Uni¬ 
versity. Montreal, and first 
coached the sport while te«oh- 
ing at a college in Thom¬ 
as. Ont.' ^ 

‘The girl's team had a 
coach but he didn't want to 
stay after school for prac¬ 
tices. I only knew the elemen¬ 
tary fundsmentslt but I had 
the time." 

His Grads practised twice a 
week for 90 minutes. The last 
30 minutes of each practice 
was devoted to shooting and 
passing. Ihe girls often de« 
feated male opposition, using 
few new or fancy plays. 

"Many of the clubs we de¬ 
feated had individual stars 
better than ours but few could 
match our ovei^aU team¬ 
work," Dr. Page said after 
his retirement. "Our idea was 
that if each team ended with 
the same number of shots .. . 
we could hit more often and 
win." 

Page is survived by his wife 
of 61 years, Maude, and one 
daughter, Helen Patricia Holl¬ 
ingsworth.

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Assault Acquittal Termed Travesty by ML A 


"It’s an outrafjc; it’s a trav¬ 
esty ot justice," Gary Lauk 
(NDP—Vancouver Centre) 
said in the Legislature Fri¬ 
day of a recent court case in 
Quesnel in u'hich an all-white 
jury acquitted three white 
youths on a charge of as¬ 
saulting a young Indian girl. 

Lauk urged that, if neces¬ 
sary. legislation be passed to 
e nsure that there were some 
Indian jurors* on any *1tiry ’ 
when Indiffns were substan¬ 
tially inN’dved as either ac¬ 
cused or victim. 

The Quesnel case, which 




happened laift T)ecembi^ 
wasn’t an isolated incident, he 
said. The same sort of thing 
had happened before and 
would prck>ably hapfien again 
If Improvements in the jury 
system weren’t made. 

Evidence in (he case had 
been that the girl and a boy 
were hitchhiking when a car 
stopped. Its three male oc- 
cupan^ts dragged the girl into 
the car where she w'as as¬ 
saulted. 

There had been no defence 
witnesses at the trial, and 
confessions from at least two 


■ df*'the accused had been given 
earlier, although these wet*e 
contradictory In sottte risp- 
ects, Lauk said. 

Nonetheless, the three 
youths bad been asquitted. 

Attorney-General Alex Mac¬ 
donald said he was symi)a- 
thetic with the problem, and ‘ 
sheriff’s officers had been in¬ 
structed that they were to 
make an effort to get Indians 
on panels for cases where In¬ 
dians were involved. 

But under the panel system, 
he noted, lawyers for either 
side could excuse a number of

those on the panel from actu¬ 
ally serving on the jury with¬ 
out giving a )*easpn, and this 
would prevent the establish¬ 
ment of any quota system of 
Indians on juries. 

Lauk. during his speech on 
Macdonald’s salary estimates, 
also urged that salary sched¬ 
ules and working cor^itions 
for provincial court judges be 
reviewed by the department 


as he felt they needed im¬ 
provement. 

Also during the debate, Ed 
Smith (SC—North Peace 
River) brought |,)p a case of 
what he termed "at least po¬ 
lice harassment and iiosslbly 
lolice brutality" In New West¬ 
minster. 

In the case, he said, a man 
liad been arrested for non¬ 
payment of child support pay- 


Haynes Paid Off 


By NDP-Chabot 



Ray Haynes, B.C. Federa¬ 
tion of I.abor .secretary, was 
being "paid off" by the New 
Democrat government when 
it appointed him to the prov¬ 
ince’s judicial council, James 
Chabot (SC—Columbia River) 
said in the Legislature Fri¬ 
day. 

But Attorney-General Alex 
Macdonald rejected the 
charge as "completely and to¬ 
tally untrue" and said Haynes 
was appointed to the council 
because the government was 
seeking to broaden the base 
on the council, and wanted 
some labor representation on 
it. 

Chabot, speaking in debate 
on Macdonal’s estimates, 
termed Haynes as "the chief, 
bagman for the NDP," be¬ 
cause of the funds the labor 
federation raised for the 
party. 

"He’s finally received his 
payment,” said (Zhabot. "He’s 
been paid off for his financial 
contributions to the party." 

Macdonald suggested that if 
Chabot thought he had a legit¬ 
imate accusation of "pay-off" 
he should put a motion of con¬ 
tempt on the order paper .so it 
could be fully air^. Other- 
wi.se, he should keep quiet. 

It was particularly bad for 
'Haynes to have been appoint¬ 
ed to the judicial council be¬ 
cause he. had counselled 
others to break the laws of 
the province, specifially the 
Labor Relations Act, (liabot 
said. 

He referred to a telegram 


Haynes had purportedly sent 
to all member unions in the 
federation last July shortly 
after the provincial election 
was called, asking for money 
to support NDP candidates 
from the unions. 

The section of the Labor 
Relations Act he was refer¬ 
ring to was a section which 
states that no trade union 
"shall directly or indirectly 
c ontribute to or e.x[)end on be¬ 
half of any political party . . . 
anjj^pioney deducted from an 
ert^oyee’s wages" as union 
dues. 

Macdonald said he would be 
glad to look into the matter 
but he didn’t consider the 
telegram nd&rly enough evi¬ 
dence to support any charge. 

But (Thabot said it was 
"quite obvious it’s an offence 
to collect money for the 
NDP" and so Haynes had ob¬ 
viously been counselling the 
unions to break the law. 
Unions have sometimes open¬ 
ly admitted defyir^ that sec¬ 
tion of the act, he said. 

The judicial council, to 
which, Haynes was appointed 
last month, is a non-paying 
{)osition which exercises advi¬ 
sory and supervisory powers 
over over the provincial court 
system in the province. 

The council is egn^Kwed of 
the chief provincial court 
judge, the treasurer of the 
law society, two district 
judges and three laymen. 
Chabot said he felt it mi^t be 
a mistake to have any law¬ 
men on It, because were they 


ever to eome before the 
courtsj it might put the judge 
in a difficult position. 

(T^bot also expressed con¬ 
cern that charges against five 
construction unions were 
drow)ed last fall shortly after 
Macdonald took over the at¬ 
torney-general’s iKjrtfolio. He 
suggested that the charges 
laid under the old Mediation 
(Commission act, had been 
dropped because the unions 
charged were "friends of the 
government." 

However, Macdonald said 
they’d been dropi)cd because 
special prosecutors hired by 
the government to work on 
the charges had said there 
would be legal difficulties in 
proceeding.

LONDON (UPI) •— A 
strike t)y non - medical 
employees virtually shut 
down 241 hospitals ex¬ 
cept for emergency care 
Friday and hundreds of 
patients had to be sent 
home because hospitals 
could not feed fhem. or 
provide clean bed linens. 

The hospital strike waa the 
latest in a series of strikes 
this week that was the worst 
sinc§ a general strike in 1926, 
Britons could not cook or heat 
their homes because of a gas 
workers strike. They were un¬ 
able to commute to work be¬ 
cause a railway union strike 
tenrporarily doeed down the 
country’s railroads. But they 
could import goods from 
abroad duty-free because cus¬ 
toms inspMtors were on 
strike. 

The issue in all the strikes 
is the government’s anti-infla-f 
tion policy which has frozen 
wage increases. Unions have 
vowed to keep on striking 
until the policy is abandoned.

Because of her cookl)Ook, 
Mrs. Clien was greeted in 
China as a well-known person¬ 
ality. In Peking she visited 
several restaurants, including 
those visited by Mrs. Richard 
NLxon when she accompanied 
President Nixon on his histor¬ 
ic trip to China last year. 

In Shanghai, Mrs. Chen ata 
at restaurants specializing in 
the food of the r^on which is 
cooked with more soy sauce 
and sugar and is known for 
many fish and shellfish 
dishes. At many spots she vi¬ 
sited the kitchens and talked 
with the chefs. 

"The way in which they 
shov^' us the restaurant was 
quite interesting," said Ste¬ 
phen, Mrs. Chen’s son.

"We would be given a tour 
with an escort of several peo¬ 
ple. one from each level of 
work. For e.xample. there 
would be a kitchen worker, a 
dining-room worker, and 
someone from management. 
This would indicate the lack 
of any elite group — that 
equat status is given to all 
jobs. ” 

"The food was really tre¬ 
mendous." said Helen Chen, 
who with her brother Stephen, 
went on the trip with her 
mother, while Mrs. Chen’s 
number one son. Henry.- 
stoyed home to manage the 
family restaurant here. 

"The pastf’y and rolls were 
especially nice, altliough tliey 
seemed somewhat Western. 
But generally, the Chinese 
-people had no interest in 
Western foods, ” she said. 

"The markets have a nice 
solution for the working 
women," Mrs. Ocn said. "Al¬ 
though there isn’t any frozen 
food, because of so few refrig¬ 
erators, the Chinese house¬ 
wife can buy food for a partic¬ 
ular dish all washed, peeled, 
chopped and measured, ready 
to cook. 

"If she decided to have moo 
shl pork for dinner, for exam¬ 
ple, she can buy the vegeta¬ 
bles all cut, the pork shred¬ 
ded. and egg and seasonings 
all measured and ready to go. 

"Some restaurants have 
been renamed since I wa.s in 
China." Mrs. Chen said. "Old 
names were often flowery and 
romantic. Today they are 
more straight-forward, telling 
what kind of food is served, 
like at the Peking Duck Res¬ 
taurant, a famous old place 
that serves only duck. 


"Another restaurant we en- 
.ioyed specializes in barbecued 
lamb, but not the kind of bar¬ 
becue Americans know. The 
restaurant is about 100 years 
old, and meat and vegetables

"I found good ideas for my 
Cambridge restaurant there," 
she said. "Already we have 
one dish on our menu called 
Mongolian Barbecue. Because 
It is quite different, we have a 
special menu. 

"'rhe food is set up some¬ 
what like a buffet, and you 
help yourself to raw, chopped 
vegetables, then hand your 
plate to the chef with your 
choice of larmb or beef. He 
c<x)ks it on the special dry 
grill. It is eaten tucked into a 
hollow roll. 

"Afterward you should have 
millet porridge," Mrs. Chen 
explained. "In the far north of 
China, millet is called 'small 
rice.’ I was familiar with it in 
Peking and was delighted to 
find it in the natural - food 
storfrs here. 


the first few in the United 
States to offer Peking, Shang¬ 
hai. and Szeohuan foods as 
well as Cantonese, Her buffet 
service of Chinese foods was 
devised after she noticed 
Americans were afraid to 
order new things without 
knowing what they looked 
like. 

Although Mrs. Chen is a 
restaurant owner, she likes to 
teach people how to cook Chi¬ 
nese food at home. This reci¬ 
pe is one of her more spicy 
dishes from Szechuan. 

"Szechuan-8tyle cooking is 
found in the southwestern 
part of China, including the 
famous city of C^hungking," 
she said. "Because of the cli¬ 
mate, people like hot popper 
there, much as the Mexicans 
do. This famous dish for 
Chungking beef shreds is 
from that city. 

"It is the only one that docs 
not call for cornstarch mbced 
with the small plepes of meat. 
The beef should be dry and 
chewy. The carrot and celery 


will be crisp. Use more or 
less of hot pepi)er flakes ac¬ 
cording to your taste. You 
may substitute fresh hot pep¬ 
per shreds (V6 to 1 cup).

The farm price report made 
no mention of retail food 
prices but the increase sig¬ 
nalled further pressure on 
consumer budgets and on gov¬ 
ernment atttempts to hold 
down phees at the super¬ 
market. 

A New York shopper turn¬ 
ing to chicken to balance off 
the higher prices for steaks 
and chops found that the price 
of chicken had jumped 12 per 
cent overnight — to 55 cents a 
pound from 49 cents.

Typist Never Slips

Make no mistake about it — er. rather, 
make any mistake you want. Your new $620 
IBM typewriter will lake care of fixing all 
that. 

International Business Machines Corn, has 
introduced a new product called the Correct¬ 
ing Sclectric, which costs a lot more than 
previous Selcctric typewriters but will caraae 
mistakes on command. 

The $620 figure is the beginning price for 
the new version, up from a starting price of 
about $535 for the existing generation. 

The new machine comes with one or the 
otlier of two systems for fixing mistakes. The 
theory, according to a spokesman for IBM, is 
to let secretaries “type most work at rough- 
draft speeds, since all errors on originals 


(with the carbon copies you’re on your own) 
can be corrected quickly at the keyboard 
without time-consuming erasures.” 

One system, called the IBM correctable 
film ribbon, with lift-off tape, uses special 
ink that can be magnetically plucked off the 
paper by a special tape when you activate 
the appropriate buttons. That one will run 
you $33.50 for a dozen ribbons plus $14 for a 
box of six tapes — with which to undo what 
you did with the ribbons in the first place. 

The other arrangement uses a more con¬ 
ventional IBM Tech HI ribbon,^hich costs 
$20 for two ribbons and the same $14 for six 
so-called cover-up tapes which carefully 
smear a white goo over your mistakes. The 
more expensive Tech m ribbons will last 
five times as long, however, “and will give a 
heavier imprint,” according to a spokesman 
for IBM.

LONDON (Reuter) - 
World-wide studies show that 
abortion seriously increases 
the risk to children born sub¬ 
sequently, two British re¬ 
searchers reported 'Thursday. 

Despite this, there is evi¬ 
dence that increasing 
numbers of unmarried women 
are shunping contraceptive 
devices and relying on more 
liberal abortion laws Instead. 
It was estimated that more 
than half the women seeding 
abortion had not used any 
method of contraception. 


1'he report, prepared by 
Arthur Wynn, a former chief 
scientific officer in the British 
government service, and his 
wife, Margaret, was issued by 
a London group called the 
Fountain for Education and 
Research in Child-bearing. 

The report says: 

“Evidence from a numl)er 
of countries shows a doubling 
of perinatal mortality rates 
(still births and deaths in the 
first week of life) following 
the liberalization of abortion; 
a 4()-pcr-cent increase in pre¬ 
mature births: a lOO-to-150- 


per-cent increase in extra- 
uterine pregnancies (highly 
dangerous for the mother and 
dually fatal for the child); a 
four-fold increase in pelvic in- 
flamniatory conditions, men¬ 
strual' and other disorders, 
and an increase in sterility.”

A new B.C. development 
corporation with wide powen 
to make loani to and enter 
partnerships with private 
firms In the field of secondary 
industry was outlined in the 
Legislature Friday. 

Attorney-General Alex Mac¬ 
donald; who also holds the 
portfolio of industrial develop¬ 
ment, trade and commerce, 
said the new crown corpora¬ 
tion would Mncentrate on put¬ 
ting publlo funds' into bu¬ 
sinesses which are economi¬ 
cally sound. 

At a news conference, fol¬ 
lowing introduction of the leg¬ 
islation at the start of Fri¬ 
day’s morning sitting of the 
house. Macdonald stressed 
that B.C.’s plan wouldn’t fol¬ 
low the pattern ot federal in- 
diiatrial subsidy programs. 

He told reporters: "I don’t 
want to raise any large hopes. 
We want to help secondary in¬ 
dustry and smiall business in 
the province that is baslc;^y 
eoonomdcally sound. We’re not 
gobig to get into the DREE 
(Department of Regional Ec- 
onomlo Expansion) thing in 
which vast goblets ot money 
is put into industries that have 
faUed.” 

Macdonald eaid the new cor¬ 
poration would depend heavi¬ 
ly upon its research staff, op¬ 
erating mainly in the field of 
market surveys tor B.C. pro¬ 
ducts, to help growing busin¬ 
esses "over the top." 

It would also concentrate its 
initial efforts on acquisition of 
industrial sites and in some 
cases construction of factories 
and other physical facilities 
which could be leased to pri¬ 
vate firms. 

The operation, Macdonald 
said, would remain "very 
flexible" so that the corpora¬ 
tion could provide such facili¬ 
ties, give loans to existing 
companies, or actually go into 
partnership with private in¬ 
dustry. 

A board of directors of be¬ 
tween seven and 12 members 
will run the corporation which 
will receive initial capitaliza¬ 
tion of $25 miiiUon fiW the 
general revenues of the prov¬ 
ince. 'Rbe capital will be in the 


form of 250,000 shares each 
having a par value of $100 
whicJi Will all be held by th^ 
crown. 

Macdonald said it was un¬ 
likely th^ government would 
be directly represented on the 
board which he described af 
"a kind of independent public 
enterprise guided by sound 
business decisions." 

"The basic requirement 
(for a director) would be, I 
suppose, a good businessman 
with a sound head on his 
shoulders and lots of horse 
sense," the attorney-general 
said. 

A spokesman said there was 
provision in the legislation for 
private subscription of share 
capital at some future time. 
(During the last election cam¬ 
paign.. Premier Barrett pro¬ 
posed a portable voluntary 
provincial pension plan w’ith 
the funds being inv^ed in a 
crown devetopment corpora¬ 
tion. Last October, however, 
the government said it wasn’t 
going to go ahead with the 
pension investment section of 
the. plan Immediately. 

The corporation will require 
cabinet approval for loans, in- 
vestnaents of any kind, or 
l^rantees exceeding in the 
^gregate $1 mdlion to a sin¬ 
gle enterprise. 

No loans will be made to 
directors or employees of the 
corporation and there will be 
no loans or investments in 
any Indus^ial enterprise in 
which an MLA has "a signifi¬ 
cant beneficial interest." 

The cabinet will appoint the 
directors of the corporation, 
once it is set up by proclama¬ 
tion of the legislation which 
Macdonald said he hopes will 
receive final approval at the 
current session, and they will 
be neither full time officer or 
employee of the corporation 
or particiapte in its adminis¬ 
tration. 

The directors, who will ini¬ 
tially be appointed for one. 
two and three-year terms b«- 
foi-e a regular three year 


term is established, will be 
pesd per diem rates and tra¬ 
velling and living expenses ' 
for their services. 

The bill also sets out a gen¬ 
eral loan and; Investment poli¬ 
cy for the oerporatiop^. 

In making loans and invest¬ 
ments the decisions of the 
corporation will be "on merit 
alone’’ and without discrimi¬ 
nation of any kind.

lem in clamping down on 
them. 


The problem involved those 
who were strictly within the 
law but still were not behav¬ 
ing as they should. It was that 
situatloh the new legislation 
was designed to solve, said 
Macdonald. 

Once the legislatkm was 
passed he hoped that "in this 
capitalist jungle in which we 
live, in another part of the 
forest good people will not be 
tom and gored as they are 
now” 

The legislatioo, however, 
will solve only part of the 
problem, he said. The rest 
must be provision of better 
housini^ and shelter so that 
people will not be so desper¬ 
ate for mortgage money as to 
accept the kind of transac¬ 
tions the unethical mortgage 
brokers offer — with interest 
rates of 24 per cent often, plus 
bonuses. 

Later in the debate on Mac- 
dcxiald’s estimates, Brousson 


said he was pleased with the 
announcement of legislation 
but felt more still could be 
done. 

He particularly suggested 
again setting up a mortgage 
and finance coimcU of the in* 
dustry’s representatives. He 
felt thie would meet with a 
good response frcmi the many 
good airi ethical mertgag#v 
brokers in the province. * 

He also praised, the work of

The $6'20 figure is the beginniift price for 
the new version, up from a starting price of 
about $535 for the existing generation. 

The new machine comes with .one or the 
otlier of two systems for fixing mistakes. The 
theory,'according to a spokesman for IBM, is 
to let secretaries “type most work at rough- 
draft speeds, since all errors on originals

(with the carbon copies you’re on your own) 
can be corrected quickly at the keyboard 
without time-consuming erasures.” 

One system, called the IBM correctable 
film ribbon, with lift-off tape, uses special 
ink that can be magnetically plucked off the 
paper by a special tape when you activate 
the appropriate buttons. That one will run 
you $33.50 for a dozen ribbons plus $14 for a 
box of six tapes •— with which to undo what 
you did with the ribbons in the first place. 

'rhe other arrangement uses a more con¬ 
ventional IBM Tech ni ribbon, which costa 
$20 for two ribbons and the same $14 for six 
so-called cover-up tapes which carefully 
smear a white goo over your mistakes. The 
more expensive Tech m ribbons will last 
five times as long, however, “and will give a 
heavier imprint,” according to a spokesman 
for IBM.

Despite this, there is evi¬ 
dence that increasing 
numbers of unmarriq^ women 
are shunning contraceptive 
device* and relying on more 
liberal abortion laws instead. 
It was estimated that more 
than half the women seeking 
abortion had not used any 
method of contraception. 


The re|X)rt, prepared by 
Arthur Wynn, a former chief 
scientific officer in the British 
government service, and hl^ 
wife, Margaret, was issued by 
a London group called the 
Fountain for Education and 
Research in Child-bearing. 

The report says: 

"Evidence from a number 
of countries shows a doubling 
of perinatal mortality rates 
(still births and deaths in the 
first week of life) following 
the liberalization of abortion; 
a 40-pcr-cent increase in pre¬ 
mature birthsA a lOO-to-150- 


per-cont incroase in extra- 
uterine pregnancies (highly 
dangerous for the mother and 
usually fatal for the child); a 
four-fold increase in pelvic in¬ 
flammatory conditions, men¬ 
strual and other disorders, 
and an increase in sterility.” 

The rex)ort noted that in the 
sbe years following liberaliza¬ 
tion of Abortion in Japan, the 
number of births fell by 37 
per cent while the infant 
death rate from congenital 
malformations rase by 43 per 
cent.

• The number of women 
working in 1971 was up about 
68 per cent from 1961. 

• The 2.831.000 women 
woilcing in 1971 comprised 
about one-third oi the labor 
force; nuurled women made 
up more than half the female 
work force. ^ 

• More men dian women 
todc tin>e off from work be¬ 
cause of illness in 1971. 

• Women form about one- 
fifth of the total unionized 
labor force. 

• Women in Ckitairio and

Alberta had the highest par^ 
tioipation rate in the labor 
force (39.4 per oent), women 
In Newfoundland had the 
lowest (25.6 per cent). 

• Women comprise 72 per 
cent of all people employed in 
clerical occupations and 60 
per cent of all those employed 
in servioe oocupationB. 

A whole seciton of die book 
is devoteed to a comparison of 
the earnings of man sgod 
women Hi selected areas. An¬ 
other examines the status of 
teachers end principals in ele- 
m e n t a r y end secondary 
schools. 

Unless you’ss a synthetic 
textile grader. a hotel 


waitress or a dish washer in e ' 
smell hotel, women earn con¬ 
sistently lower hourly wages 
and weekly salaries. 

This is the first in four 
years of publioefion that the 
book has included a complete 
list of intematioinl declara¬ 
tions, fedetel and provincial 
statutes relating to the status 
of women In the labor force. 

The fact that most of the 
legislation listed is dated in 
the late 1960s and early 19708, 
says Miss Gelber. is im is- 
dication that women are rap¬ 
idly Imptroving their position 
' in the labor force.

A new B.C. development 
corporation with wide powers 
to make loans to and enter 
partnerships with private 
firms in the fidd of secondary 
industry was outlined in the 
Legislature FYiday. 

Attorney-General Alex Mac¬ 
donald. who also holds the 
portfolio of industrial develop¬ 
ment, trade and commerce, 
said the new crown corpora¬ 
tion would concentrate on put¬ 
ting publio funds into bu¬ 
sinesses which are economi¬ 
cally sound. 

At a news conference, fol¬ 
lowing introduction of the leg¬ 
islation at the start of BYi- 
day’s morning sitting of the 
house. Macdonald stressed 
that B.C’s plan wouldn’t fol-' 
low the pattern at federal in¬ 
dustrial subsidy programs. 

He told reporters: “I don’t 
want to raise any large hopes. 
We want to help secondary in- 
dustiy and small business in 
the province that is basically 
economically sound. We’re not 
going to get into the DREE 
(Department of Regional Ec- 
onomio fbcpansion) thing in 
which vest goblets of money 
is put into industries that have 
failed.” 

Macdonald said the new cor- 
poration would depend heavi¬ 
ly upon its research staff, op¬ 
erating mainly in the field of 
market surveys for B.C pro¬ 
ducts, to help growing busin¬ 
esses ”over ^e top.” 

It would also concentrate its 
initial efforts on acquisition of 
industrial sites and in some 
cases construction of factories 
and other physical facilities 
which could be leased to pri¬ 
vate firms. 

The operation, Macdonald 
said, would remain "very 
flexible” so that the corpora¬ 
tion could provide such facili¬ 
ties, give loan.s to existing 
companies, or actually go into 
partnership with private in¬ 
dustry. 

A board of directors of be¬ 
tween seven and 12 members 
will run the corporation which 
will receive initial capitaliza- 
tim of $25 million from the 
general revenues ol the poxw- 
ince. 1110 capitai will be in the 


form of 250,000 shares each 
having a par * value of $100 
which will jsll be held by the 
crown. 

Macdonald said it was un¬ 
likely the government would 
be directly represented on the 
board which be descri^ as 
"a kind of independent public 
enterprise guided by sound 
business decisions.” 

“The basic requirement 
(for a director) would be, I 
suppose, a good businessman 
with a sound head on his 
shoulders and lots Of horse 
sense ,4 the attorney-general 
said. 

A spokesman said there was 
provision in the legislation for 
private subscription of share 
capital at some future time. 
(During the last election cam¬ 
paign Premier Barrett pro¬ 
posed a portable voluntary 
provincial pension plan with 
the funds being invested in a 
•W4iwn development corpora¬ 
tion. Last October, however, 
the government aaid it wasn’t 
going to go ahead with the 
pension investment section of 
4he plan ixnnwdiataly. 

The corporation will require 
cabinet approval for loans, in¬ 
vestments of any kind, or 
guarantees exceeding in the 
aggregate $1 mdlion to a sin¬ 
gle enterprise. 

No loans will be made to 
directors or employees of the 
corporation and there will be 
no loans or investments in 
any industrial enterprise in 
which an MLA has “a signifi¬ 
cant beneficial interest.” 

The cabinet will appoint the 
directors of the corporation, 
once It Is set up by proclama¬ 
tion of the legislation which 
Macdonald said he hopes will 
receive final approval at the 
current session, and they will 
be neither full time officer or 
employee of the corporation 
or particiapt^B In its adminis¬ 
tration. 

The directors, who will ini¬ 
tially be appointed for one, 
two and three-year terms be¬ 
fore a regular three year

Jurisdiction. 

Brousson Interrupted Mac¬ 
donald at that point to say 
that some of Ae b ro ke rs or 
whom he had received reports 
were “outside the law now” 
biit Macdonald said they 
wouldn’t pose any real prob¬ 
lem in clamping down on 
them. 


The problem Involved those 
who were strictly within the 
law but still were not behav¬ 
ing as they should. It was that 
situation tha new legislation 
was designed to s<^ve, said 
Macdonald. 

Once the legislation was 
passed he hoped that “in this 
capitalist Jungle In which we 
live, in another part of the 
forest, good people will not be 
tom and gored as they are 
now.” 

The legislation, however, 
will solve ohly pari of the 
problem, he said. The rest 
must bqmn^isiofi of better 
housing alia shelter so that 
people will not be so desper¬ 
ate for mortgage money as to 
accept the kind of transac¬ 
tions the unethical mortgage 
brokers offer with interest 
rates of 24 per cent often, plus 
bonuses. 

Later in the debate on Mac¬ 
donald’s estimates, Brousson 


said he was pleased with the 
announcement of legislation 
but felt more stilT could be 
done. 

He particularly suggested 
again setting up a m9K«ft 
and finance council of the in- 
dustrv’s representatives. Ha 
felt tnis would meet with a 
good response from the many 
good and ethical inortgage 
bi^en in the prov^ce. 

He also praised tlie work of 
a non-profit group in Van¬ 
couver, the Consumers Action 
League, who offer debt coub- 
aelling, and suggested the 
government should help in the 
establishment of similar coun¬ 
selling centres throughout the 
province.

Members of Metropolitan 
United Church are mourning 
the death this week of Regi¬ 
nald Harris, treasurer of the 
church for almost 37 years. 

Harris died Monday In Hon¬ 
olulu where he was qn vaca¬ 
tion with his wife Constance.*^ 

He had been ill for some 
time but had made remark¬ 
able recoveries. Several years 
ago, while in hospital and not 
expecting to come out, he 
taped his treasurer’s yearly 
report in his hospital bed. 

“He had a tremendous 
depth of dedication in every¬ 
thing in which he served,” 
Rev. Dr. A. E. King of Metro¬ 
politan said this week. 

“He had infinite patience, 
tremendous compassion, was 
extremely resourceful, an ef¬ 
ficient organizer, yet very un¬ 
assuming ami. he carefully ex¬ 
amined and deliberated on 
each phase of his life.” 

Harris was born in London, 
England, in 1901. In the 1920s, 
he was manager of Vancouver 
radio station CJOR. He later 
joined Dominion Life Assur¬ 
ance Co. and came to Victoria 
in the 1930s to manage the 
local office.

"We view with deep con¬ 
cern the fSet that some litera¬ 
ture produced in the United 
States, and some movements 
associated with Key 73 in that 
country have suggested that 
this is an opportunity to 
‘present the Messiah to your 
Jewish frien(ls’ and to win 
‘Jews for Jesus’ ” said a 
statement adopted Thursday 
by the e>oecutive of the 
Church’s general council. 

The statement was present¬ 
ed to the executive by Rev. 
W. Clarke MacDonald, deputy 
secretary of the division of 
mission in^, Canada, who ex¬ 
plained that recent state¬ 
ments by som# rabbis end 
United Church ministem in¬ 
dicated they felt there was an 
"anti-semitic bias in the 
North American Key 73 docu¬ 
ment used as a handbook for 
organizers. 


"We take exception to the 
implioations of these state¬ 
ments and point out that we 
are awara that theologically 
this is not the only place 
many United Church people 
would find parts of this docu¬ 
ment less than compatible 
with present United Church 
belief and practice. 

"We are also aware of the 
fact.” the statement adopted 
by the eo^nember executive 
said, "that some Jewish lead¬ 
ers have found these implica¬ 
tions offensive ... In view of 
this awareness and the condi¬ 
tions under which the general 
council authorized (xir in¬ 
volvement in Key 73, we want 


to affirm (a) that we will op¬ 
pose any tendency within the 
Key 73 pirogram to single out 
any groups as a paiticular 
‘target’ for our evangelistic 
thrust’ (b) we will continue to 
support those aspects of Key 
73 which declare the good 
news of God’s love for all peo¬ 
ple, and to encourage their 
response as persems without 
violation of their own integri¬ 
ty. We will try, as we are 
given grace, to do this in the 
.spirit of love we have seen in 
Jesus dhrisi, and to assure all 
other religious groups that we 
respect and will continue to 
affirm their individual and 
corporate rights.”

I choose bone meal for such perma¬ 
nent plants as trees and shrubs, partly 
because of its mild, slow-acting, long- 
lasting qualities; partly because its 
principle effective ingr^ient is phos¬ 
phate, wtiich stimulates vigorous root 
growth without forcing any precocious 
topgrowth. We want our newly planted 
tree to make plenty of vigorous roots 
before it does much growing upstairs. 

I could use superphosphate, which is 
much stronger and quite a bit cheaper 
than bone meal, but superphosphate is 
hygroscopic: that is. It pulls moisture 
into itself, hke table salt. 

If an overdoes is given, it could pull 
moistqre out oi the roots, causing the 
plant to wilt. I use plenty of superphos¬ 
phate in my gardening operations, but 
when planting an expensive tree or 
shrub, I feel safer with the milder, long- 
lasting. bone meal. 

I remember receiving a letter sever¬ 
al years ago from a confused reader 
who asked me why 1 poured water in 
the hole when planting a tree after in¬ 
sisting upon a diyish fill-in soil mixture. 

The idea of drying off some soil for 
use in planting is so it will flow freely 
in and around the roots while filling in. 
With lumpy wet soil, too many< air 
spaces are left around the roots, and 
this isn’t good; unless the soil 


into close and Intimate contact, no root 
hairs will form. 

The idea of pouring water in the hole 
when the filling-in is al^t two-thirds 
completed is not so much to give the 
plant a drink as for the water’s me- 
ubanical action on the dryish soil. The 
i^ter settlpt the sail dose in around 
the roots much better tthan any stomp¬ 
ing down could do. 

I always finish up with loose, dry 
soil on top so air can enter, for dry soil 
is an excellent mulch for conserving 
soil haoisture below. 

I suggested adding a little of either 
Alginure or Dixon’s Vitamin B-1 to the 
water. These products seem to fcounter- 
act transplanting shock in plants in 
much the same way as blood plasma 
combats surgical shock in humans. 

I make a point of using one or the 
other in EVERY transplanting opera¬ 
tion — not just trees and shrubs, but in 
setting out bedding plants, tomato or 
strawberry plants, and even when re- 
pt>tting houseplants, for the plants seem 
to take hold and grow away much more 
readily. 

The dosage for the vitamin B-1 is 
five drops per gallon of water, and the 
Alginure ~ for transplanting purposes 
— is about four fluid ounces per gallon.

PNE Board Size Reduced 


The provincial government 
BYid^y introduced legislation 
which reduces^ the number p( 
directors of ^ Pacific Na¬ 
tional Exhibition from $9 to 16 
and gives the BC. cabinet au¬ 
thority to appoint 10 members 
of the new board. 


The 10 cabinet appointees to 
the board include one person 
each from the agricultutai 
community, the business com¬ 
munity. the cultural and eth¬ 
nic community, the artUtic 
community, the sports com¬ 
munity, and three persons 
resident within one mile of 
the PNE grounds. 

The remaining directors 
shall be five members of Van¬ 
couver city council and one 
member of the city’s board of 
public parks and recreation to 
be chosen by the respective 
local authorities. 

The only new piece of infor¬ 
mation contained in the bill 
was a provision for establish¬ 


ment nt an agricultural advi¬ 
sory committee comprised of 
farmers representing dif¬ 
ferent types of agriculture 
and regions of the province. 

The committee will advise 
the board on agricultural mat¬ 
ters affecting the annual 
PNE. 

The legislation states that 
the name Paclfie- National Ex- 
hibitiun shall remain but that 
every member who was a 
manil^r of the PNE as set up 
in 1908 shall cease to be a 
member. 

The present board of direc¬ 
tors announced Thursday that 
it had voted to disselve itself 
and turn over all PNE assets 


to the cilj^ of Vancouver. The

Dr. Derrick Sewell, expert 
in economics and geography 
at University of Victoria, has 
Just returned from Southeast 
Asia where he acted as ad¬ 
viser for the United Nationi 
on major water resources pro¬ 
grams in both India and Viet¬ 
nam. , .1 

The project in Vietnam is the 
Mekong River development, 
aimed at better use of water 
in a basin Covering an area 
five-sixths that of B.C. and 
including Thailand, Laos, 
Cambodia and South Vietnam. 

Canada was the firfit of 30 
countries to participate In the 
development, spending $1.4 
million for aerial surveys and 
more later on fisheries stu¬ 
dies, conducted by Jerry An¬ 
drews of Saanich. 

The Vietnam war held up 
development, but the four 
countries concerned continued 
to co-operate on It on It even 
when they were not on diplo¬ 
matic speaking terms, Sewell 
pointed out. 

North Vietnam is not op¬ 
posed to the development, he 
said, and could benefit by ap¬ 
plying the new source of 
hydro power to its industrial 
needs. 

P^ncipal benefit to South 
Vietnam would be from re¬ 
sulting irrigation projects 
"and the feeling that the proj¬ 
ect could become the real uni¬ 
fying force for north and 
south.** Sewell has been asked 
by the UN to continue as con¬ 
sultant on the hydro and irri¬ 
gation projects. 

Earlier, Sewell qdvised the

tential effects of of a proposed 
national water grid which 
would traurter .huge quantities 
of water from northern India 
to the central and southern 
regions. 

The grid. Sewell said,

It 
would involve pimping water 
from the Ganges up to the 
Deccan Plateau so it would 
flow south." 

Sewell also advised the gov¬ 
ernment of Tamil Nadu in 
Madras on establishment of a 
water resources policy Insti¬ 


tute. first of its kind in India, 
which would bring together 
people from various areas of 
Achievement • from several 
countries as advisers in water 
policy to Madras and to India. 

While in India Sewell was a 
keynote speaker at a UN 
inar in New Delhi, speaking 
on water resources planning 
in lesseixleveloped countries.

He said it was “with the deepest sense of grief 
that* I have learned of the acts of terrorism which 
took the lives” of U.S. ambassador Cleo Noel and 
deputy chief of mission George Moore in Khartoum. 

Nixon said “the United States is emphasizing 
its strong feeling that the perpctratoi-s of this crime 
must be brought to justice.”

In the gloomiest report yet 
on the siege of the tiny settle¬ 
ment on the Pine Ridge In- 
d i a n Reservation.

Erickson, special assistant 
to the U..^. attorney-general, 
said an uneasy armed truce 
between the Indians barricad¬ 
ed at Wounded Knee and the 
marshals who ringed the 
hamlet had erupted into new 
outbursts of shooting. 

He said several shots were 
fired at Bureau of Indian Af¬ 
fairs agents early Friday,

and two FBI agents during 
the day and an FBI car set up

Both 
suggested that the matter was 
mainly a technical one, which 
could better be solved by the 
experts within the foresti-y 
and water resources depart¬ 
ment, 

But Williams said that the 


problem went beyond techni¬ 
calities, and was a suitable 
one for the committee to 
study. He hoped that the 
members would hear evi¬ 
dence on the problem, and 
also tour some of the areas of 
stream and shore particularly 
affected by logging practices.

PORT McNElLL — Es¬ 
timated cost of MacMillan 
Bloedel’s new dryland sorting 
ground and booming yard, to 
start construction in April, is 
expected to run close to $2 
million. Port McNeill manag¬ 
er Don Graham said this 
week. 

The company announced 
earlier plans this year to pull 
out cjperations at Port Hardy 
and move to Port McNeill. 

Graham said logging trucks 
were hauling past the usual 
haul limit as timber crews 
were concentrating on a cut 
in another section of the 
timber block. 

The number of haul miles 
could be reduced by moving 
operations into Port McNeill, 
Graham said. 

He said the project was still 
waiting final approval from 
ministry of ti;ansport and de¬ 
partment of lands officials on 
the nine and a half acre fore¬ 
shore lease. 

"This is waterfront pr(H>er- 


ty held previously by our 
company but leased to Rayon- 
ier of Canada Ltd. for boom¬ 
ing grounds. Rayonier has al¬ 
lowed the lease to drop and 
we have applied to pick it 
up.” Graham said. 

The lease is tor a total area 
of 109 square acres with 
boundaries measuring 2,400 
feet qjong the shore and 2,000 


feet seaward. The area en¬ 
compasses Eel Reef. 

Graham said approximately 
350,000 yards of fill will be 
brought in to create the 9.5 
acres of land required for a 
dryland sorting yard. 

The complex will have 850 
feet of floating breakwater 
and 270 feet of rock mound 
breakwater. The floating 




breakwater will consist of 350 
feet of floating concrete 
blocks in compartments, fol¬ 
lowed by 500 feet of log bun¬ 
dles. 

The side opjwsite the break¬ 
water has been designated for 
log bundle storage. 

"This area can hold 72 bun¬ 
dles, which our large tugs 


handle in one tow,” Graham 
said. 

He said the company would 
start access roads to the area 
within the week and tests of 
rock and soil com|X)sition 
would begin in April for 
dredging. 

Construction should be com¬ 
pleted by September, he said.

Doctors Must 
Get Involved 


DUNCAN — The Cowichan Valley ding infonna- 
tion association decided greater communication is 
needed between the doctors in the valley and the as¬ 
sociation before further discussions on the establish¬ 
ment of a methadone clinic can lake place. 

At a recent meeting of the 
association, Joe Leins, of the 
Narcotics Addiction Founda¬ 
tion at Nanaimo, spoke with 
m b e r s and suggested 
usage of existing facilities in 
the community rather than 
the setting up of a clinic, 
which he said would cost 
close to $50,000 to operate. 

He said if the doctors were 
in agreement, utilization of 
the present resources, along 
with the hiring of one or two 
workers to administer the 
methadone, should be suitable 
for Duncan. 

The aissociation was con¬ 
cerned over the lack of in¬ 
volvement by the medical 
profession in the tackling of 
the drug problem, and agreed 
efforts should be made to es¬ 
tablish communication be¬ 
tween the members and the 
local medical association. 

Leins said methadone would 
be a solution for only a small 
number of heroin users, and a 
facility at Duncan would treat 
no more than a dozen addicts. 
He said the clinic at Nanaimo 
issues methadone to 25 peo¬ 
ple and since opening last 
June, has treated over 100 
people, six who have come 
from Duncan. 

The association also wished 
to talk with members of th^ 
Cowichan high school studeip 
council in order to learn tne 
thoughts of the students on 
approaches to the drug situa¬ 
tion, and possible alterna¬ 
tives.

O'TTAWA ICP) - Canada 
actually had a small surplus, 
not a deficit, in 1972 auto 
trade with the U.S., Statistics 
Canada reported Friday. 

The bureau released revised 
figures correcting what it 
called a "computing error”

PINE RIDGE, S.D. (UPI) 
— A justice department of¬ 
ficial said Friday federal of¬ 
ficers were fired on repeated¬ 
ly as^they surrounded 200 mil¬ 
itant Indians in the besieged 
hamlet of Wounded Knee and 
he warned that "force is not 
ruled out” as a means of end¬ 
ing the confrontation. 

In the gloomiest report yet 
on the siege of the tiny settle¬ 
ment on the Pine Ridge In- 
d i a n Reservation, Ralph 
Erickson told a news confer¬ 
ence that the government 


wants "to bring this to an 
end.” 

Erickson, special assistant 
to the U.S. attorney-general, 
said an uneasy armed truce 
between the Indians barricad¬ 
ed at Wounded Knee and the 
marshals who ringed the 
hamlet had erupted into new 
outbursts of shooting. 

He said several shots were

. campaign." He claimed they had no mandate 
lor if 

“There slwiild be a provincial election 
forthwith, and I challenge them to do It.’’ 

Bennett also asked "everv oerson who 
values freedom to unite with us, who kept the 
socialists out for 20 years.” 

But when asked if this was a direct Invita¬ 
tion for a coalition of all opposition parties in 
the province,, the former premier, who repre¬ 
sents the rich farmbelt riding of Okanagan 
South, said It was a bid for an "alliance at 
the grass-roots level.”

to figure out why Wendell 
Mayes’ name is on that mess.
